1. The following directives, Office of the Chief Surgeon, are rescinded:

Uniletcral deafness where 
the other ear is at a level of 12/15 or bettcr does not require a hearing aid, 
They will not be issued unless both.cars are depressed to where the total hcar- 
ing aeeeet oF oe with GuNy.
